RUMANIANS KILL CIVILIANS IN 


BUDAPEST; TROOPS LOOT SUBURBS 


Put City Under Absolute Military Control and Demob- 


ilized Police Force—Demand Hostages For Protection 
of Soldiers—Hungarian Ministers Are Arrested. 


Budapest, Monday, Aug. 4.—Thirty thousand Rumanian troops, 


including infantry, cavalry and artillery, entered the city today with 
a blare of trumpets. The Rumanian forces, led by General Marg- 
hascu, passed through Andrassy and other streets. 


Paris, Aug. 5.—Telegrams from American officials at Budapest 


state that Rumanian troops upon entering Budapest yesterday started 
plundering in the suburbs. Fifteen or 20 civilians were killed by the 
Rumanians during the day, it is added. 


The American reports said the Rumanians were damaging host- 


ages and threatened to kill five hostages for each Rumanian soldier 
injured in Budapest. 


Some members of the new Hungarian ministry, the telegrams 


state, have been arrested by the Rumanians, who have mounted ma- 
chine guns in various parts of the city, and demobilized the local 
police. The city is absolutely under military control. 


Paris, Aug. 5.—Brigadier General Harry H. Bandholtz, former 


chief of the Philippine constabulary, has been appointed by the 
American representative on the inter-allied military commission which 
will go to Budapest to arrange the terms of an armistice. General 
Bandholtz leaves France at once for Budapest, the English and 
French representatives being either in that city or on their way 
there.

COURAGE VS. SAVING THE FACE. 


The supreme court of Nebraska in a recent decision 


asks this question: 


"What rate is necessary in order to yield a reasonable 


average return on a fair'value of the property 1 or iriUe 
making purposes—such a return as will not discouagc 
but attract capital to the utility?" 


In answering this question the Nebraska high court 


held that relief should not be withheld until the utility is 
in danger of bankruptcy because insolvency would do 
permanent injury to the utility and its service, tor which, 
in the long run, the people would suffer. 


There is not the slightest reason to believe ha the su- 


preme court of Ohio would rule differently it the ques- 
tion came before it as il did in Nebraska. 


On Julv 11 we published a very frank statement ot the 


capitalization of The Newark Telephone Company, to- 
gether with the rale of dividends and interest paid on Ine 
capitalization. AVe also pointed out that the capilahza- 
ion of the company was less than the actual investment 
in the property of the company. The next day we admit- 
ted what is sometimes charged against us, namely, thai 
this is a reasonably properous company because it was 
able to maintain its plant, pay decent wages and salaries 
and pav the (i and 7 per cent return on «ls slocks and 
bonds, with a surplus so small as to be negligib e. As 
lonqas this situation and this reasonable prosperity con- 
tinues, this company will probably IK- able to "attract cap- 
ital to the utility", as the Nebraska supreme court puts it. 
This is necessary to the life and growth of the company 
as plainly pointed out by the western court. 


Do the mayor, the city solicitor, and the coiinciliiien of 


Newark really lielievc that the Ohio supreme court will 
rule that this company shall so charge for its sen-ice that 
\\ can not attract capital when necessary for the growth 
of the sen-ice?. Of course they don't lielieve any such 
thing, although what they have attempted in Ihc past rel- 
ative to telephone rales and what they may attempt m 
the future (indeed Attorney IJollon actually threatens il) 
wouUr-scem to indicate that they did. 


May lx- they thought last year Hint their campaign 


against this company's rale schedule .was a wise- thing for 
the telephone users of Newark, but we wager a thrift 
stamp that if the truth were get at able, we would find 
thcvdon't think so now. \\hulcvcr they do from now on 
to change the telephone rale in Newark will IK- the great 
Chinese act of "saving their face." It really takes cour- 
age for a public official to acknowledge an error instead 
of "passing the buck" to some judges over in Columbus. 
He-sides any final decision in any court action can't arrive 
until some time next spring—several mouths after dec-
